And Colorell Dudley havingthen fecured the prifo- 
gers , and given the Souldiers che Pi age of the field, 
marched againe that night to Batenel to his Hy 
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there. In this whole a&ion hee knowes not of any 
one man ſliine on our port, and bur five hart , whereof 
not one Officer but Licvtenant Colonell Preſton, and 
ke not dangerouſly. 

Upoa the nine and twentieth day of November, Sg 
ſoone as the Rebels who poſſeſſed Chatreſwor tb Houſe 
(the principall ſeat of the Earle of Devonſhire, ) then 
uader the command of Capraine Stafford, heard of 
this newes 3 though the place was very ſtrong , and 
three hundred well provided to defend it, yet nor 
adventuring either an Aſſault or a Summons, they quit 
their bold and are fled away.
